The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While the 
prior art teaches chip scale marking with a laser and even viewing the process with a 
single camera, it fails to teach the element of a detachably arranged unit on the laser 
path that has a screen arranged on a center hole of a the wafer holder.
